firſt had from the Prince? Againe,the Church of Chriſt on 
earth, being as a chaſte Spouſe to her Husband and head 
Chriſt Ieſus; neither can nor ought to acknowledge any 
other for her head, than that her husband to whom ſhee 


| hath plighted her rroth. Laſtly,there can be noſuccefſour

meritorious,and to them partly is juſtification to be aſcri- 
bed,and ſo they make mens imperfect workes to bee cau- 
ſcs of faluation, which' is a grofſe errour euenin the foun- 
dation 'or fundamentall point. Saint Paw! ſaith, That all \ 
are inflified freely by bis grace,Rom.3.24. If they be iuftified | 


gratis, freely,(as he affirmeth) then are they iuſtified with- 


out any deſert of rthcirs. And Saint Pax! ſetteth —O_ 
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the Axiome inthe concluſion, Fe hold that a man is int. 
fied by faith Without the werkgs of the Law,Rom.3.28. And 
the Apoſtle in very many places(whereof mention ſhall be 
made hereafter) doth cxpreſſely exclude workes from be... 
ing any. cauſes of our iuſtification: for indeede they are 
the effes thereof. And therefore it appeareth to be a true 
poſition,that faith onzly doth initifie, inas much astuſtifica- 
tion is (in the fight of God) imputed to our faith, not to 
our workes : For eAbrabam beleened God, and that Was im- 
puted to bim for righteouſues, as Paul ſpeaketh Rom.4.8. 
And he {heweth that Abraham was not iuſtified by works 
before God : for if e Abraham were inſtrfied by workes, then 
. ſhonld he haus Wherein to glorie, bat not before God: and be- 
cauſe hee had not wherein to glorie before God,therefore 
he was not juſtified in che fight of God. I grant that Saint 
Tames in his ſecond chapter doth ſay, that Abraham was 
inſtified by his workes, when hee offered vp his ſonne 1ſaac at 
Gods commandement. And likewiſe that hee faith,that 4 
2141 15 initified by Workes, and not by faith oxely. But before 
_ whomis he iuftified by workes ?Not before God, bur be- 

fore men, that is to ſay, his workes doe declare vnto men 
that faith whereby he ts juſtified before God. And that this 
is the meaning of S. /azes, may appeare by that his ſaying, 
where hee ſaith, Shew onto me thy faith by thy workes : thou 
faiſt thou haſt faith, that is not enough, thy Words doe not 
prove it, thy workes will, therefore (\aith he) ſhew me thy faith 
by thy workes. This word (She\v. mee) doth manifeſt what 
manner of juſtification hee ſpeaketh of, namely, that hee 
ſpeaketh of a juſtification before men. For it is God that 
reſpeCteth the faith of a man, whereby onely he is iuſtified 
 1nhis fight: Anditis men which reſpect the works, where- 
by indeedethey teſtifie: ynto the world their faith to bee. 
good before God. For(as Saint /ames faith truly) faith 
without Yorkgs is but a dead faith,and not good,nor found, 
nor auaileable. But faith and workes muſt goe together: 
and indeede where a true faith is, there good workes will 
| ſhewthemſelues as the fruites thereof. And thus Paul and 
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Iames are to' be reconciled;'which thing Thomas Aquinas 


E ſchooleman of the Papiſts doth himſelfe plainly teſtifie, 


ſaying, that Chriſt Teſus doth iu Rifie effeFine,effeQuallie : 
Faith dorh iuſtific \ CMyEe"e by taking hold of Chrift : 
and good workes doe iuftific declarative, that is, doe de- 
clare vnto men their iuſtification before God. 'And fo it is 
cleere, that howſoeuer a true faith cannot bee without 


| workes,as fire cannot bee withour light and heate, yet our 


iuſtification before God is to be imputed to our faith, not 
to our workes : as warmth is to be imputed to the heate of 


the fire,nor to the light of the fire. For fo ſaith S. Par! ex- 


prefſely, That God unpnteth righteonſneſſe without worker, 
Rom.4.6. And againe, That it :s by grace,not of Works,Rom. 
11.6. And againe, ot of workes,Rom.g.11.Againe,S.Paul 
telleth the Saints ar Epheſus, that God hath ordained men to - 
walke in good workes, yet heſaith thar they may nor truſt to. 
be ſaued by them: for hee affirmeth, and affureth them, 
That they are ſ#ned by grace,and :ot by their Workes,Eph.2.8 
9.10. Againe, he f ocakech in the perſon of himſelfe,and of 
all the children of God, and faith, that wee' are ſaued not by 
workes, bat by his predeffination and grace, 2.Tim.1.9, And 


. apaine,God ts our Sauiour, not for any workes which wee hane 


done but according to his owne mercie be hath ſanedvys,Tit.3. 
5. And diuers ox like places be. Wherefore S. H:lary PD 
hath theſe very words(which we hold) Sola fides inflificat: yu 2 
Faith only doth iu5tifie. And Ambroſe among other ſenten- wy, n ; 
ces hath this : Now inftificari hominem apud Deun nifi per Rom.;. 


fidem : That a man is not initified before God, but by fatth: 


Which is as much, as Faith onely doth inſtifie before God. 
Saint Baſil doth ſay;that thzs ts perfett and ſound retoycing in 
God, when a'man doth not boaſt of his oWpne righteouſneſſe, but 

knoWeth that hee wanteth in himſcIfe true righteauſucſſe,and 
thar hee ts inftified by faith onely. And Gregory Nazianzen 
ſaith,that to beleeme onely,ss righteouſnes. And therefore it is 
euident both by the exprefle re{timonie of the Scriptures, 
and of the Fathers, that wee hold the truth in this behalfe, 
and that the Church of Rome is in a marucilous errour. Tr 
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1 | is truewhich is written, that exery man ſhall be rewarded ac- 
[If cording to his workes : becauſe the faith of men is eftteemed 
mM: and i AR by their works, as the tree is knowne by the 
=_ fruite * Bur there is no text of Scripture to ſhew, that any 
man is ſaued propter merita, for his workes or merits, but 
i many texts of Scripture to the contrary, as before appea- 
« reth. For when we haue doneall thatwe can, yet wee mult 
ſay (as Chriſt, commaundeth) We are wnprofitable ſernants, 
Luk.17.10. And therefore the Papiſts which teach workes 
meritorious,yea works of ſupererogation auaileable to ſal- 
uation, aſwell for others as for themſclues, hold notthe 
right faich,and conſequently are not the true Church, 
8 Bur if I ſhould ſhew al the corruptions of theRomiſh 
Church,I ſhould be infinite, neither am I able tro number 
them. I will therefore conclude all this difcourſe onely 
| with this argument following. The Pope of Rome being

many an harlot defireth to be reputed an honeſt woman, 
, 1 One mark of that Antichrift, Pau! ſheweth to be this, 
2.Theſl.2.8. that be ſhould exalt himſelfe aboue encry one that 
i called Ged: he doth not ſay aboue God, but aboue eue- 
ry one that is called God, Ioh.10.34. Now thoſe whom 
the Scriptures calleth Gods wee know to be ſuch as be the 
Iudges and Magiſtrates of the earth,Pſal.81.6.who for that 
they bein the place of God & his Lieutenants, are youch- 
ſafed(in Scripture) this high and honourable title as to be 
Gods. That the Pope of Rome is ſuch a one as doth exalt 
himſelfe aboue any ſuch God of the earth, namely abouc 
all Princes and Magiſtrates, is a thing ſo. well knowne as 1 
neede not.to proouc it: himſelte by his wicked practiſes, 
and his Icſuits, Seminaries, and Prieſts doe in their hookes 
manifeſt the ſame ynto theworld, © 4

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2 Another marke of Antichrift Pay ſetteth downe to 
be this, namely,2.Thef[.2.4. that he ſhould it in the Temple 


of God as God, ſhewing himſelfe to be God, And I pray what: 


doth the Pope cls but firin the Temple of God as God; 
when claiming the Apoſtolike Sea, he taketh vpon him to 
be the head of the Church and to rule it as he liſt : to ere&X 
Princes, and to depoſe them againe from their thrones : 
that he cannot erre : that he can forgine (nes - matters that 
belong peculiarly to God,and to no other ? Wat doth he 
elſe but by theſe demonſtrations ſhewhimſelf to be God, 
inſomuch as hee arrogateth to himſelie moſt proudly the 
_ authoritie of God himſelfe ? which things the f1xt booke 
of the Decretals,the Clemantines,and the Extrauagams doe 
abundantly teftifie. For theſe men were not content with 


that which Angelicx« wrote in his Poetrie, the beginning 
_ Whereof is : Papa fiupor mundi : The Pope is the Wonder of 
the World : Nec Dems es,nec homo, ſed nenter,cf inter vtrum- 


que : Thou art not God, ne art thou man : but nenter mixt of 
both. But theſe Popes were bold to take ynto themſelues 
the very name of God,and to accepr it giuen of others,ac- 
| cording as Pope Sixrws the fourth, when hee ſhould firſt 
enter into Rome in his dignitie papall, had madefor him 
a Pageant of Triumph, cunninely fixed vpon that gate of 
the Citie hee ſhould enter at, having written'ypon it this 
blaſphemous verſe, dedicated ynto him, S 
Oraclowoci: mundi moderaris habents, 
© Et merito in terri;,crederes eſſe Dems. '

of God)rhat he exalteth himſelfe aboue'God himſelfe and
